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COMINGS  AND  GOINGS 


Autumn  is  traditionally  a  season  of  mobility;  the  leaves  fall,  the  prices  rise,  and 
that  which  is  east  changes  place  with  that  which  is  west.  Pacifica  will  not  be  outdone. 

Off  to  New  York  and  WBAI  goes  Alan  Rich,  to  become  Pacifica  Music  Director, 
drawing  on  the  enormous  riches  of  that  area  to  enhance  the  programming  of  all  three 
Pacifica  stations.  Results  of  this  move  will  soon  be  apparent.  Glenn  Glasow  will  remain 
at  KPFA,  supervising  such  local  aspects  of  music  programming  as  live  concerts,  criticism 
and  discussion.  We  firmly  believe  that  this  arrangement  will  come  to  represent  an  enormous 
increase  in  the  value  of  Pacifica's  place  in  the  musical  world.  Glenn  will  also  assume  the 
not  inconsiderable  task  of  editing  the  KPFA  Folio.,  which  Alan  has  been  doing  with  his 
left  hand  these  past  few  years. 

Back  to  the  Bay  Area  and  KPFA  comes  Gene  Marine,  to  share  with  Elsa  Thompson 
the  responsibility  for  public  affairs  programming.  Important  developments  will  emanate 
from  this  merger.  To  Los  Angeles  as  Program  Director  goes  Trevor  Thomas.  We  also 
welcome  back  to  the  area  Victor  and  Barbara  Ferkiss,  after  their  year  in  Boston  and  a 
side  jaunt  to  Africa.  Vic  will  shortly  rejoin  the  KPFA  commentators'  roster,  and  meanwhile 
he  will  be  heard  discussing  his  African  journey  on  KPFA  on  October  2.  This  interview 
was  recorded  in  New  York,  with  Byron  Byrant,  another  Pacifican-at-large  who  is  in  the 
East  this  year  on  a  fellowship  from  the  Fund  for  Adult  Education,  and  who  has  a  desk 
at  WBAI  for  the  planning  of  public  affairs  programs  for  them  and  for  us.  Finally,  we 
take  this  opportunity  belatedly  to  congratulate  Loren  Rush,  former  KPFA  Music  Associate, 
who  has  a  two-year  fellowship  from  the  University  of  California  to  study  composition  in 
Paris. 

Certain  other  comings  and  goings  will  be  noted  in  this  Folio.  Roberts  Tideman  and 
Schutz  rejoin  the  commentators'  roster;  Marshall  Windmiller's  commentary  will  be  heard 
henceforth  on  Wednesdays,  while  Urban  Whitaker  and  Russell  Kirk  will  alternate  alternately 
on  Tuesdays.  Small  changes  have  also  been  made  in  the  Sunday  scheduling  from  6:15 
to  8:30.

Lotte   Lehmann  Master  Classes:  Seven   Programs,   Beginning  October  7. 

The  idea  of  the  master-class  in  music  is  that  there  are  certain  kinds  of  teaching— interpreta- 
tion, for  example— where  more  than  one  person  at  a  time  can  benefit  from  instruction.  One 
student  plays  an  instrument,  or  sings  a  song;the  others  listen.  True,  they  do  not  all  have  individual 
instruction,  but  all  can  learn  and,  where  interpretation  is  concerned,  they  can  learn  about  a 
wider  repertory  than  a  single  student  could  absorb  in  private  lessons.  This  is  the  principle  on 
which  Madame  Lehmann  started  her  teaching  when  she  retired  from  stage  and  concert  platform. 
Who  could  be  better  qualified  to  teach  and  pass  on  her  wisdom  than  this  world-famous  figure, 
who  for  a  quarter  of  a  century  or  more  had  been  the  darling  of  Vienna,  Munich,  Dresden,  Berlin, 
Paris,  London..  New  York  and  a  host  of  other  musical  cities?  Composers  like  Richard  Strauss  and 
Puccini  chose  her  to   interpret  their  new  creations  and  she  was  idolized   everywhere. 

In  the  introductory  talk  to  this  series  Lotte  Lehmann  explains,  in  her  delightful  way,  how  in 
the  first  year  of  her  retirement  she  was  persuaded  to  start  teaching  at  the  Academy  of  the  West 
at  Santa  Barbara,  California.  'The  whole  of  the  first  year  was  terrible— I  as  bad  as  the  rest/  but 
gradually  it  evolved;  'nothing  to  do  with  vocal  technique,  my  job  is  interpretation.  As  an  artist 
intuition  ordered  me— and  now  I  have  to  explain  why  I  did  it.'  'I  always  have  an  audience,  so 
that  all  can  share  and  pool  our  knowledge  and  so  that  when  the  students  sing  at  a  real  concert 
it  is  easier  for  them  because  they  don't  get  interrupted  by  me— and  then  they  have  to  buy  a 
newspaper  to  find  out  how  bad  they  were.'  In  the  interview  with  the  English  singer,  Joan  Cross 
—now  herself  a  teacher,  like  Madame  Lehmann— the  two  artists  talk  together  of  many  things 
connected  with  singing  and  art  that  are  amusing,  simple,  instructive  and  profound;  and  the 
same  adjectives  apply  to  Madame  Lehmann's  classes.  As  the  young  singers— some  fledgling  pro- 
fessionals, some  students— sing  their  lessons,  Madame  Lehmann  draws  on  her  lifetime's  experience, 
wisdom  and  patience  to  make  them  and  us  understand  the  meaning  and  the  situation  behind  the 
words  and  music. 

The  present  series  of  programmes  was  recorded  at  actual  public  sessions  at  the  Wigmore 
Hall  in  London;  this  was  Madame  Lehmann's  second  series  of  a  dozen  Master-Classes  in  Britain, 
given  before  packed  and  intensely  interested  audiences.  Before  each  item,  Madams  Lehmann  tells 
us  what  the  song  or  aria  is  about,  and  then  each  singer  in  turn  attempts  it.  The  accompanist 
is  Ivor  Newton,  a  sympathetic  musician  who  has  served  most  of  the  great  singers  of  his  time 
from  the  youngsters  of  today  to  the  legendary  giants  of  yesterday:  artists  like  Chaliapin— and, 
of  course,  Lotte  Lehmann.
